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DETAILED ACTION 
Restriction 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-29 and 35-37 are drawn to a RFID system where a patch having 
an adhesive portion is positioned on a surface including an RFID tag and 
sensor module, classified in class 340, subclass 572.1. 

II. Claims 30-34 and 49-58 are drawn to a personal wireless communications 
device focusing on component structure of a RFID reader, classified in 
class 340, subclass 539.1 1 . 

III. Claims 38-47, 63, and 64 are drawn to an immunoassay test strip for 
conducting diagnostic measurements classified in class 436, subclass 44. 

IV. Claim 48 is drawn to a method of manufacturing an RFID tag and sensor 
classified in class 270, subclass 52.02. 

V. Claims 59-62 are drawn to a lab-on-a-chip substrate for temperature 
detection diagnostics classified in class 600, subclass 549. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such 
as diagnosing within a small area using an RFIG tag such as a cargo/storage space not 
requiring a personal wireless communication device for communication between two 
remote parties. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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4. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such 
as communicating between two remote parties not requiring an immunoassay test strip. 
See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Inventions III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility 
such as for diagnosing allergic reactions to the skin not requiring manufacturing of an 
RFID tag and sensor. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

6. Inventions IV and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV has separate utility 
such as custom designing an RFID tag and sensor not requiring temperature detection. 
See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

7. Inventions V and I are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention V has separate utility such 
as detecting air temperature not requiring attaching an RFID tag on an object. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

8. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
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because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
9. A telephone call/voice message was made to Robert L. Kelly on December 21 , 
2007 and December 27, 2007 to request an oral election to the above restriction 
requirement, but no response was received, therefore, an election was not made.
